Powell's Timely Attention 


To Disease of "Black Rot." 


Black rot. or "black heart," in or- 


anges is again prevalent this season, 
more so than for many years. In 
pome of the Covina packing houses. 
the disease was noticed very early in 
the navel season, and in one there is 
a report that some !ots of fruit show 
a decay from black rot of seven per 
cent. At a time when many inquiries 
are being made, the Argus publishes 
information of a reliable nature about 
the disease of black rot, or black 
heart, and it comes from 0. Harold 
Powell, manager of the Citrus Protec- 
live League, who 
first sprang into j 


public notice through his discovery of j 
the origin of blue mold. His eommuni-, 
cation is here printed: 


There appears to be more decay in 


oranges in transit, this year than '-su- 
al. This condition seems to lie due to 
a number of factors. 
The

larger than ever before and I^K; lalrjr 
is pushed to the limit in th" ;^o\cr, 
and packing houses.

While the mechanical injuries ^a.i~,- 


ed by the handling of the fruit, the 
washing, the pressure of the cover i 
on the high packs and other things ' 
that can be easily seen account for 
most of the decay this year, they do 
not appear to acount. for all of it. i 
There seems to be a large amount of i 
physical injury to the navel end of 
the orange, caused by the conditions 
of growth and by the black rot. These 
conditions make the fruit unusually 
susceptible to improper handling and 
easily infected with blue mold. 
I t ; 
requires unusual sanitary precautions 
to prevent decay this.year.

The 
Relation of Black Rot to Blue , 


Mold Decay in Oranges. 


Nearly twenty years ago Mr. N. B. 


Pierce of Santa Ana, who was then ! 
connected with the United States Do- \ 
partment of Agriculture, investigated 
the nature of black rot in oranges. 
This disease is unusually severe this 
season. It is caused by a fungus be- 
longing to the genus macrosporium. 
Mr. Pierce found that this fungus gains 
entrance to the fruit through splits 
and imperfections in the navel while 
the fruit is Immature and hanging on 
the tree. The injuries to the navel 
which appear to be caused by the con- 
ditions of growth, may be too small 
J.O-,be £een with the naked ^eye and 
may not occur in the exposed' parts of 
the navel. Mr. Pierce found that these 
spores or seeds of black rot, like those 
of t)lue mold, cannot enter the healthy, 
unbroken skin of the fruit. It is proba- 
ble that it gains entrance to the or- 
ange in the fall, when it is immature, 
and that the first fall rains or heavy 
dews cause the spores to germinate 
and enter those fruits in which the tis- 
sues of the navel have been split, 
apart or weakened in growing. It was 
found by Mr. Pierce that from 10 to 
60 per cent of the oranges that drop- 
ped from the trees in 1892 as late as 
March 1st were affected with this 
trouble. He found also that from 1 to 
5 per cent of the entire crop was so 
affected in the sections in which he 
worked. 


The oranges that are affected with 


black rot ripen prematurely and can 
be detected eariy in the season by 
their high color, but as the season pro- 
gresses this distinguishing mark is 
lost and the affected fruit is packed 
for shipment. 


We do not know the conditions of 


climate, of soil-treatment and of other 
cultural handling that cause the navel 
end of the orange to split. 


Nothing can be done at this time 


of the year to prevent the damage 
caused by black rot. We do not know 
that it can be controlled in the fall, 
but it has been suggested 
by Mr. 


Pierce that experiments be tried with 
dry lime and copper sulphate before 
and after the fall rains. 
Bordeaux 


mixture or some of the sulphur rem- 
edies might be effective. It might also 
help in reducing the disease to pick 
the oranges from the ground and de- 
stroy them. It is not enough to plow 
them under. 


There is a direct connection be- 


tween black rot and the amount of 
blue mold decay in transit. The black 
rot breaks down the tissue of the 
fruit and acts as a mechanical injury 
in so far as its susceptibility to blue 
mold is concerned. Therefore, many 
of the oranges affected with black rot 
become affected with blue mold while 
the fruit is hanging on the tree or 
while it is in transit. These oranges 
are particularly susceptible to rough 
handling as the tissues have already 
been weakened. It is probable also 
that 
whenever the 
condition;; of 


growth cause the navel to split in the- 
fall, this part of the orange remains 
weak and is unusually susceptible to 
rough handling. Therefore, in a sea- 
son like the present one. it is doubly 
important that fruit be handled with 
unusual care to prevent injury to the 
navel, and also that every precaution 
be used to lessen the chances of in- 
fection.

ing the decayed fruit out of the house 
and by a rigid practice of cleanliness 
in every operation. 
Suggestions to Packing House Man- 


agers. 


The following suggestions are offer- 


ed to packing house managers. Their 
hearty co-operation is asked in putting 
these suggestions into practice. It is 
a business question and affects the in- 
terest of every fruit grower vitally: 


Do not allow decayed oranges or 


cumulate under the brusher, the bins, 
or hoppers, or around any part of the 
machinery, or in any part of the house. 
Sweep the house clean every day, 
wash tho machinery frequently and 
destrop every orange that is not fit 
to ship. 


Do not alow decayed oranges or 


lomons to enter the washing machine, 
the brusher, or any part of the ma- 
chinery. Tins happens frequently in 
many houses, and one decayed orange 
passing through the machine infects 
it and spreads the disease. 


Uo not brush the fruit if it is al- 


ready clean. The brush is a most ef- 
fective way of spreading disease. The 
bristles carry the spores into the me- 
chanical injuries of the fruit. 


Do not wash fruit unless it is smut- 


ty. Segregate the clean 
fruit 
and 


wash only that which actually re- 
quires it. There is no more effective 
method of spreading blue mold than 
the washing machine, especially the 
old tank type of washer. The water 
furnishes 
ideal 
conditions 
for 
the 


growth of the disease. This is espec- 
ially true of navel oranges. The water 
accumulates and is held in the folds 
of the 


D<fnoT*:ry to disinfect the water for 


blue mold. This disease cannot be 
killed by any strength of copper sul- 
phate or permanganate of potash that 
would be injurious to the fruit. 


Do not place boxes of decayed fruit 


on the windward side of the house, or 
have the cull pile near the house. 
Clouds of spores are carried in every 
gust of wind. They settle on the ma- 
chinery, on the fruit, in the bins and 
boxes, and increase the chances of in- 
fection. 


Do not handle decayed fruit with 


gloves and afterward handle the sound 
fruit with the same gloves. No surer 
methods of infection could be adopted. 


Do not keep the decayed fruit in 


boxes that are afterward to be used in 
t}he grove. 
Provide 
special 
boxes, 


mark them and use them for nothing 
else. 


Do not allow the hucksters to sort 


over cull fruit that contains decayed 
oranges or lemons, unless the cull pile 
is removed some distance from the 
house; the spores rise in innumerable 
numbers in handling the rottejn fruit. 


Do not fail to wash the picking 


boxes, if decay starts while the fruit 
is in them. 
This applies 
also 
to 


lemon trays. It is a wise precaution 
to line the bottom of lemon trays 
with paper. It reduces the injury to 
| the fruit and makes it easier to keep 
' the trays clean. 


Do not fail to line the rot boxes with 


enough water, and where the water 
did flow plentifully, and the soil was 
receptive, the splitting and the black 
heart is absent. 


In the Covina oranges, as well as in 


other localities, the real sound navel 
is small and round, and it does not 
split. When it is abnormal and is 
"pouched" outwardly, forming an ugly 
growth on the outside, it also does not 
split. But when the abnormal growth 
takes an inward direction, the push- 
ing of this abnormal growth on the 
fruit cells causes a breaking of these 
same 
fruit cells. 
The navel often 


shows on the outside an abnormality 
of sometimes as much as an inch, but 
the growth has not pushed to the 
inside.

Healthy lung tissue in the human 
system takes in and breathes out 
millions of tubercular bacilli. 
It is 


only when the lungs have become in- 
jured, or have been weakened in the 
tissue 
from 
some 
cause, that 
the 


tubercular germs gain a 
hold 
for 


breeding. It is the same with the 
bacteria causing blue mold or black 
rot or black heart. The injury has 
been done to the fruit cells in the in- 
terior by the abnormal pressing of 
the navel. The fruit cells are-..bruised 
and broken. One bruised fruit cell 
is enough to start the bacteria grow- 
ing which causes black rot. As Mr. 
Powell points out, the cause of blue 
mold and black rot is traceable to the 
same bacteria, and a remedy for the 
destruction of the bacteria is given, 
but this is only getting at one phase 
of the matter. It is like the care 
taken in sanitation to prevent the 
apre.adLag 
.tof 
tuberculosis, fcare In 


.promiscuous, deposit of sputum. It 
has nothing'to do with the prevention 
of the injury which allows the bacteria 
to gain a hold. 


Here is the point where the Covina 


investigation takes it up, and shows 
that this abnormal growth, of the navel 
is due to the cultural conditions— 
lack of water at the critical stage. 


The orange always ripens first at 


the lower end. 
It is affected there 


by the taking away of an adequate 
supply of water. It begins to ripen 
rapidly. 
Fruit 
splitting is a 
skin 


disease, and the disease is caused by 
the abnormal growth of that part of 
the skin which the navel is composed. 
The fungus often shows in the split, 
a black spot in the split. When the 
disease is in the interior of the orange, 
it is simply a rotting of the fruit cells, 
injured by the crowding of the abnor- 
mal navel. 


In the orchards investigated" where 


water has been put on in abundance 
for every tree's needs, the black rot 
is missing. If, in the Covina orchards 
that are well watered, the oranges are 
cut open for black rot, not one in five 
thousand will be found. 


Summarize this matter into this 


fact. The orange treevS of Southern 
California suffered this last season 
because of a lack of water. Fruit 
splitting was prevalent, more than for 
many years. Black rot made its ap- 
pearance after having been absent for

THE ROOSEVELT DAM. 


And Also Pictures of the Covina Or- 


ange and Walnut Industry by 


Secretary Wells. 


The lecture on the Roosevelt dam 


and the Salt River valley of Arizona 
given by Secretary Rice of the Ari- 
ispna Chamber of Commerce in the 
Woman's Club House Monday evening 
brought out a fair-sized audience The 
great project of the building of this 
dam is of peculiar interest to the peo- 
ple of Covina, as a similar reservoir 
might be constructed in the San Ga- 
briel canyon. 


The dam was built by the govern- 


ment m the heart of the mountains 
where the Salt River has its inception. 
U was the first dam to be built under 
the new reclamation act. Enough wa- 
ter is now conserved in the twenty 
square miles over which the 
river 


flows behind the dam to water the 
•Salt River valley for four years if 
there was no rainfall in the mean 
time. The dam is built wholly of re 
inforced concrete.. 
The government 


received bids from the cemenf com 
pames at $9.00 per barrel for cement 
laid down at the dam site, which was 
so preposterous that the government 
sent experts into the mountains twenty 
miles back of the dam, and discovered 
a natural deposit of cement, from 
which the dam was built. The cement 
companies 
threatened 
many dire 


things if the government did not buy 
the cement from private sources, but 
President Roosevelt was firm in the 
matter and the cement was mined 
and mixed by the government. A ce- 
ment canal eighteen miles in length 
brings the water down from the Roose- 
velt dam, and there is also an im- 
mense diversion dam at a point below 
the big dam. The conservation of this 
water has opened up a big territory 
which was looked upon as hopelessly 
arid land. 


Following the lecture of Mr. Rice 


Secretary H. N. Wells of the Covina 
Chamber of Commerce delivered the 
lecture on Covina which he gives each 
day in the Los Angeles Chamber of 
Commerce, 
The stqreopticon views 


show the orange and walnut industry 
in every phase. Many fine pictures of 
foothill scenery in and about the ranch 
of Judge Charles Silent of Glendora 
are also among these pictures.

Wells has a finely descriptive lecture, 
and its delivery each day is bringing 
many people to Covina for the purpose 
of looking over the territory.

Farmers' Club Discusses Mottled Leaf 


and Hears Talk 
From Well 


Known Editor. 


That chlorosis, or mottled leaf, may 


be caused from a variety of reasons, 
was again pointed out in a letter read 
before the Covina Valley Farmers' 
Club on Saturday from Prof. Smith of 
the Whittier Pathological Institute, in 
answer to a query sent to him by Sec- 
retary Jerome Reynolds of the club. 
The communication was interesting, 
inasmuch as it set some of tlxe' mem- 
bers right concerning the fundamental 
causes of mottled leaf. Prof. Smith 
says that this disease is much like 
that of a headache in the human cate- 
gory of ills. A headache is generally 
a sign that there is something the mat- 
ter with the digestive organs, or of 
some other porton of the body remote 
from the seat of the pain. It is the 
same with mottled leaf in citrus trees, 
as it may be due to a thousand causes 
that produce the peculiar color on the 
leaves. This is in direct keeping with 
the findings of Prof. Snowden, who 
recently passed 
upon the condition 


of trees in-the Covina valley, only 
that Prof. Snowden diagnosed the dis- 
ease in a more advanced and localized 
manner. He first took samples of the 
infected 
orchards 
here, 
and 
later 


pointed out in his findings that the 
Covina mottled leaf was due to an 
absence of lime against an over-abun- 
dance of magnesia in the soil. This, 
he said, was the reason for the Covina 
mottled leaf, but did not attribute it 
as the cause for mottled leaf under all 
circumstances. 
The club 
members 


discussed the subject for some time. 


The ladies and gentlemen were for- 


tunate in having Editor Messenger of 
the California Cultivator as a speaker, 
The editor of this popular farm and 
orchard weekly gave a resume of the 
work of getting out this publication, 
speaking of each department in an in- 
teresting way. He was given a hearty 
vote of thanks for his entertaining 
talk. . The club listened to a good 
musical program and the ladies serv- 
ed light refreshments.

Leading Chemists Given Before 


Riverside Audience. 


The Riverside Press has an interest- 


ing account of the meeting of the Ex* 
perlment" Club of that city, which is 
as1 follows: 


Dr. R. R. ^nowden of Los Angeles, 


the well known soil chemist whose 
experiments have been of great bene- 
fit to the orchardists all over Southern 
California, addressed an appreciative 
audience of orange growers at the 
Y. M. C. A. auditorium last Thursday 
evening. The occasion was the meet- 
ing of the Citrus Experiment Club, of 
which Director J. H. Norton of the 
Citrus Experiment Station is one of 
the most active members. 


Dr. Snowden presented a technical 


and highly scientific paper on "Ratio 
of Lime to Magnesium in California 
Soils." He told of his experiments 
carrfed on in h-..- capacity as soil ex- 
pert , for the Sparr 
Fruit Company, 


and advanced the theory that it is 
the deficiency 01" lime in comparison 
with magnesia that causes chlorosis 
or yellpwing of the leaves, of citrus 
trees (n this district. .He gave an 
interesting 
account of 
experiments 


and soil analysis, dwelling at length 
on his special process of analyzing 
the chemical constituents of the soil. 
He'uses a• very weak 
solution of 


hydrochloric acid at a boiling tem- 
perature, continuing the process for 
only a half minute, while many chem- 
ists maintain that even a half hour is 
not too long. 
Prof. C. B. Lippman, of the Univer- 


sity of California experiment 
sta- 


tion, took issue with Dr. Snowden on 
this subject and , an . interesting dis- 
cussion 'between the two experts fol- 
lowed^ ;Prpf. Lippman held thiat poor 
drainage is ,mpje ofien, t*ie\cause of 
chlorosis than an .improper /balance,, 
of, chemical', constituents in^ttys soils'. 
He cite.d" an ^instance, of .conditioris 
in a grove, at * PorterVille. „ Although 
there is a large "amount in "the soil, 
an exaggerated case' of chlorosis pre- 
vails. The amount of lime was de- 
termined by analysis to be 6, 8 and 
even 10 per cent. Experts have been 
at work on, this grove for several 
years with varying success until last 
year they, put on magnesium sulphate. 
They found that the highest lime con- 
tent was on the ridges where the 
fruit was excellent and trees were in 
perfect condition. In the swales the 
trees were seriously • affected by chlo- 
rosis. This fact was attributed to the 
standing water rather than to the ex- 
cess of magnesium or other chemical 
bases. 
It was brought out" in the course of 


the discussion that field conditions 
are not the same as experiments car- 
ried on1 in the 1'aboratory. 


B. B. Wright and Fred Reed, suc- 


cessful orange growers, took part in 
the discussion. Mr. Reed asked if it 
was advisable to place lime on the 
groves. Dr. Snowden advised the dis- 
tribution of a ton to the acre each 
year. Gypsum was also found bene- 
ficial as it is more easily distributed 
than lime. 
J. H. Norton told of a tree that he 


had given a pound of magnesium sul- 
phate once a week. E. L, Koethen 
asked if lime rock would do in place 
of lime or gypsum. Dr. Snowden sug- 
gested that if it were finely ground 
the benefits would be the same. 
The meeting closed with a general 


discussion, in which valuable hints 
to the correct proportions of various 
chemical soil foods were given by the 
experts based on data taken from 
careful obseravtions.

Hundredth Birthday. 


To only one out of many thousands 


is it allowed to live a hundred "years 
and to witness the manijjold develop- 
ment of civilization which takes place 
within that time, yet such was the life 
completed Sunday morning by Mrs.

year 1820. 


Mrs. Heath, who was Sarah Stauf- 


fer before her marriage to Samuel 
Heath, had been a widow for nearly 
fifty years. She is survived by one son,
